SCHOOL REPORT 


For THE YEAR ENpDING FEBRUARY I5, 1897. 


For the past year we have endeavored to obtain and 
retain, only teachers of recognized merit. Our teach- 
ers have endeavored to render the best work possible, 
under the existing conditions. 

While some of our schools have been above the 
average, there is a chance for improvement in others. 
If in some cases there has been a lack of order, it should — 
be remembered that regularity of attendance, prompt- 
ness, obedience and diligence, are virtues to be cultivat- 
ed from early childhood. Where these things have 
never been required of a child until he enters the school 
room, the responsibility for any lack of order in the 
school should be placed where it belongs—mainly in 
the home. Again, adverse criticism of a school or 
teacher, in the presence of scholars, without the slight- 
est personal knowledge, is pernicious in its effect and 
unworthy of attention. | 

If the plan of uniting the smaller schools during the 
summer terms could receive the hearty support of the 
parents of the district, the effect would be a less number 
and better schools in the summer, and more money for 
the winter terms; giving us far better results, for the 
same amount of money expended, than it is now possi- 
ble to obtain. We wish to call special attention to that

part of this report, giving the cost per scholar for a term 
of school, in the different schools in the district. We 
think the educational interests of the district require a 
more hearty co-operation on the part of the parents 
with the efforts of the school board, in the direction of 
consolidating and grading our schools. 

Under the present system used, we are able to keep 
avery accurate record of the text books in use; by 
adding each column of the following table of the differ- 
ent studies pursued, the amount will be the number of 
different books in use.

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VITAL STATISTICS. 


In compliance with an act of the Legislature passed
